REMITTANCES  should  be  made  by  Draft  on  New  York,  Chicago  or  St. 

Louis,  or  by  Express  or  Postal  Money  Order. 

CLAIMS  for  damages  or  deficiencies  to  receive  consideration  must  be  made 
promptly  upon  receipt  of  goods.

They  will 
average  6,000  to  7,000  per  bushel  and  will  germinate  95  per 
cent  or  better.  If  you  want  a good  stand  of  thrifty,  vigor- 
ous seedlings  next  Spring,  plant  our  seed.  If  you  want  a 
cheap  job-lot  seed  at  a few  cents  under  market  price  try 
someone  else. 
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
